Double Patenting 

2. The provisional rejection of claims 1-3, 5-8, 24, 25 and 49 under the 
judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting over claims 1-26 
of copending Application No. 09/180,132 is maintained. 

Applicant's indication that the appropriate Terminal Disclaimer will be filed when 
allowable subject matter is present is noted. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The rejection of claims 1-3, 6-8 and 49 under 35 USC 102(b) over Acosta et 
al. is withdrawn. 

4. The rejection of claims 1-3, 6-8 and 49 under 35 USC 102(b) over Cook et al. 
('548) is maintained. 

Cook et al. teach 17a-acetoxy-11p-(4-acetylphenyl)-19-norpregna-4,9-diene- 
3,20-dione and uses thereof (see the entire article, especially col. 4, lines 41-42). The 
compound and composition taught by the reference are encompassed by the instant 
claims. 
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Applicant's argument and the amendment filed February 3, 2003 eliminates the 
prior art compounds wherein R 1 is NHCH3 or N(CH3)2. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

5. The rejection of claims 1-3, 5-8, 24, 25 and 49 under 35 USC 103(a) over 
Peeters ('787) is withdrawn.
